Net flush in the market, but still

75* F., or over. 
Conversely, if no 
heat is handy, a cold place, where 
the temperature is below 55 * F., 
will do. 
Freezing has no effect on 
color, flavor; but increases granula­ 
tion. 
If this occurs, steep container 
in a bowl of warm water until crys­ 
tals have dissolved.

“The housewife-mother is one of 
tho most economical forms of labor 
ever invented,” says a British wom­ 
an famed for her recent work in 
London day nurseries. 
The B iitish 
ought to know, for in England thou­ 
sands of young mothers have gone 
to work in defense plants, leaving 
their babies in nurseries every day. 
And the English have found, from 
pioneering in this field, that one 
competent person is needed to handle 
every four or five children. 
W hich 
means, moreover, that this employee 
is responsible for the children just 
a fraction of a twenty-four hour 
day. For mother assumes charge of 
her children again as soon as she 
comes home from work. 
If this is so, think how amazing 
are the accomplishments of the aver­ 
age housewife-mother in her home. 
For she not only looks after the chil­ 
dren a full twenty-four hour day, 
but she does many other things be­ 
sides. 
She cooks, sews, 
washes, 
irons, and cleans. She markets, jug­ 
gles budgets, runs die family recre­ 
ation, and has civic interests, too. 
For her there is no eight-hour 
No time-and-a-half for over-

Her day m ay well begin, at 
six and end at ten or m idnight 
If 
croup strikes in the dark she is up 
and to action.

rouses to comfort and soothe them. 
Hers is a full-time job, twenty-four 
hours of every day. 
Sunday does not mean a holiday 
for mother either. 
There is break­ 
fast still, Sunday 
S c h o o l , 
and 
Church. Family dinner is followed, 
like as not, by company or an ex­ 
cursion. 
Then supper must be pre­ 
pared just like any other day. Surely 
no other group of workers performs 
so much labor, so willingly, so well! 
Busy as she is these days the 
housewife-mother needs every sav- 
ing-aid that’s been discovered. 
No 
small help now are prepared strain­ 
ed foods— those finely pureed, care­ 
fully packed, fruits and vegetables, 
cereals and soups, babies begin eat­ 
ing a few months after birth. 
A 
better mother-saver than these pre­ 
pared strained foods has never been 
invented. 
For strained foods, which doctors 
consider so 
important to 
babies’ 
early development, are a real chore 
to fix at home. Serving them regu­ 
larly means daily shopping in fluc­ 
tuating markets for the choicest food 
(a problem in itself these days of 
shortages, disrupted shipping, lend 
lease, and army needs.) 
Home pre­ 
paration is tedious and tune-cor.- 
suming. The food must be scraped, 
chopi>ed, pared, and cooked just so’. 
Patiently the cooked foods must 
then be pureed through a colander 
or ricer-—a steaming job that soon 
becomes plain drudgery. 
But prepared strained foods elimi­ 
nate all that. For these foods come 
packed as finished products— satin 
smooth, pretty, fresh flavored as 
though they had been plucked from 
a garden bed that day. Best of all, 
they’re ready to open, heat, and use. 
Surely the busy housewife-mother 
and her b a b y deserve prepared 
strained foods.
